When Granite 


City Was Formally Created 


On Aug. 21-28, Granite Cityans will celebrate their city’s 
diamond jubilee. This is the tenth in a series on local history. 


The previous article told 


of the start of the American 


Steel Co., construction of a levee and formation of the school 


system. 

Markle Lead Works, Ameri- 
can Steel Foundry and the Gran- 
ite City Steel Plant began pro- 
duction in 1895. 

Most of the workers were St. 
Lousans who commuted aboard 
special trains of the Terminal 
Railroad Association. 

The Niedringhaus hotel 
was so overcrowded that 
beds were occupied in eight- 
hour shifts. 

Markle Lead Works consisted 
of a two-story brick building and 
a 200-foot shot tower said to be 
the first ever Constructed of 
steel. Shot, pig lead and black 
birds (clay pigeons) were manu- 
factured: 

The American Steel Foundry 
produced bolsters cast in green 
sand. 

It was housed in a huge struc- 
ture that had been Machinery 
Hall at the World’s Columbian 
Exposition (Chicago, 1893) and 
the equipment included several 
electric generators and two 
overhead cranes which had been 
among the exhibits. 

Then known as the rolling mill 
branch of the St. Louis Stamp- 
ing Company, the Granite City 
Steel Plant comprised a 60-inch 
jobbing mill, a three-high sheet 
bar mill with one stand of two- 


high 24-inch bulkheads, a 34- 
inch blooming mill, a 28 by 84 
inch three-high plate mill rolls, 
and two 20-ton open hearth 
furnaces. 

The first Heat was poured 
on Aug. 30, 1895. Davy 
Jones, a Welshman, poured 
the first tinplate. 

The outline of the city 
emerged in 1896. Fourteen 
thousand trees were planted 
that year: sidewalks of 
planks and granitoid put 
down; streets graded and 
cindered; Niedringhaus Ave- 
nue paved to and around 
Circle Park; and the St. 
Louis Stamping Works com- 
pleted, along with a hun- 
dred brick houses. 

Half of the last were double 
cottages built on alternate lots 
so that the intervening space 
could be used for gardens. 

Niedringhaus employees pur- 
chased these houses subsequent- 
ly at their original cost plus six 
per cent annual interest. 

Such transactions and the sale 
of lots were-handled by the 
Granite City Realty Company, 
whose 2,000 shares of stock were 
divided as follows: Frederick G.

On 40-Hour Week Could 
Bankrupt City -- Partney

Legislation introduced in the 
Illinois House at Springfield by 
State Representative Horace 
Calvo (D-Granite City), calling 
for a substantial reduction in 
the maximum number of hours 
worked by city firemen, “would 
mean bankruptcy to Granite 
City and a large number of 
other cities,” Mayor Donald 
Partney said yesterday. 

The measure, introduced 
‘Tuesday and designated as 
House Bill 2661, would reduce 
the present 56-hour work week 
for firemen to a new maximum 
of 40 hours, 

This might provide a work 
basis of 24 hours on duty, 72 
hours off. Granite City firemen 
now work on a basis of 24 hours 
on duty and 48 hours off. 

Partney said that if the bill 
becomes law, Granite City 
would need to increase its fi 
fighting force by approximately 
20 men to adequately fill in the 
service gap created by the re- 
duction in hours. 

Such an additional manpower 
requirement would cost the city 
about $200,000 per year, the 
mayor said. 

Couldn't Survive Blow 

“Granite City never could 
survive such a blow,” Partney 
added. “We already are con 
fronted with serious financial

American agriculture needs 
to turn out its own “agro- 
activists” to cope with both its 
real pollution problems and 
some of those created by the 
rising tide of new environmen- 
talists. So advises Prof. Keith 
Leasure, chairman of the plant 
industries department at South- 
thern Illinois University in Car- 
bondale, in talking to agricul- 
tural scientists attending a 
meeting of the Weed Science 
Society of America in Dallas, 
Texas. 

He also suggested that agri- 
culture needs to lend its talents 
to problems of waste disposal 
and to planning for preserving 
the nation’s vital agricultural 
areas for food and fiber produc- 
tion. 

Because of the recognized 
limited population-carrying ca- 
pacity of the earth and its lim- 
ited ‘reserves of essential ma- 
terials it is necessary for per- 
sons in agriculture to be con- 
cerned about the principles of 
ecology. The practices of agri- 
culture must be considered as 


a part of the whole 
Leasure said. 

The agricultural scientists 
and the farmers needs to be 
ready and willing to answer 
with real facts when the new 
environmentalists begin to beat 
the drums against all chemical 
pesticides and fertilizers, espe- 
cially nitrogen. They have done 
a pretty good job on DDT, he 
said. 

When _ someone mentions 
those toxic agricultural chemi- 
cals do you ever say, “sure, 
they may be harmful under 
certain conditions, but plain old 
kerosene is about twice as toxic 
at DDT and over 20 times as 
toxic as malathion?” he asked. 

Important Hazard 

The agriculturalists should be 
able to clearly explain the dif- 
ference between toxic and haz- 
ardous. It is the hazard that is 
really important, Leasure said 
Aspirin is more than four 
times as toxic as the herbicide 
picloran, and common table 
salt is twice as toxic. as broma- 
cil, a pesticide. There will be 
about 1,500 deaths from aspirin 
in the United States this year 
as compared to maybe 200 from 
all the pesticides. But there 
asn’t been anything said about 
banning those dangerous aspir- 
in tablets. Hazard is partly due 
to toxicity and partly to the

But there is no reason to} 
brush aside ecology, and agri- 
culturists can no longer sit 
back and bask in the accom- 
plishments of past years. They 
just need to get informed and | 
to work hard to get the real 
facts as they apply to the en- 
vironment, Leasure said. 

The soil fertility research to- 
day must be concerned’ with 
more than just rates, responses 
and the maximum returns to 
the farmer from fertilizer 
usage. He also needs to be con- 


cerned with the long and short| - 


term effects—if there are any— 
of the fertility practices on the 
nitrogen levels in surface and 
ground waters, in the ocean, 
and in the air. The scientist 
must get all those answers and 
the farmers will then need to| 
follow the suggestions. | 

.Need Actual Facts | 

The agricultural _ scientists 
now need to get the actual facts 
on how much the herbicides | 
and pesticides, as now used in 
farming, actually pollute. Only 
with actual facts can there be 
a defense against charges of 
pollution.- The Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Act of 1970 
puts the burden of proof of non- 
pollution on the accused, he 
said. 

Waste disposal also is a big 
problem affecting agriculture in| 
more than one way, he said,| 
because most wastes of both) 
tural and urban centers in-| 
evitably are disposed of in ru-| 
ral areas, either legally or il-| 
legally. Farmers and the agri-| 
cultural scientists should be) 
leading the way in solving the | 
problems of waste disposal that 
are connected with animal feed- 
ing operations. Large feed lots 
and confined methods of animal 
production on farms are posing 
special problems in waste dis- 
posal without pollution. 

Agriculturists also need to 
help determine how to handle 
municipal wastes without ruin- 
ing either the land’s productiv-}| 
ity or the beauty of the land- 
scape, Leasure said. There also 
is the problem of protecting 
valuable farm land from en-| 
croachment of expanding cities | 
and highway systems. Country- 
wide zoning or other land use 
designations to reduce the 
rural-urban friction should be 
encouraged, he said. It is time| 
to start planning on a large 
scale how much land to pre- 
serve for farming and how 
much urban centers already in 
the area should be allowed to 
grow. Those interested in the 
future of agriculture must be- 
come involved in all these 


matters.

Order Backlog High at GC

Nicholas P. Veeder, chairman 
of the board of Granite City 
Steel Co., told the annual meet- 
ing of stockholders Tuesday 
that the company’s “order 
backlog remains high and the 
second quarter is shaping up as 
another period of unusually 
heavy shipments.” 

Mr. Veeder said the 1971 mar- 
ket for steel “has been very 
strong, due largely to manufac- 
turers and other steel users 
building inventories against the 
possibility of the major steel 
producers being shut down by 
a strike when the present 3- 
year contract with the United 
Steelworkers expires next Au- 
gust I 

“Our contracts with the Steel- 
workers Union and the Chemi- 
cal Workers Union at our Blast 
Furnace t do not expire un- 
til Oct. 1. 

“It is our hope that the in- 
flationary pressures .will con- 
tinue to subside, giving the 
steel industry an opportunity 
to achieve a more adequate 
cost-price relationship and im- 
proved return on investment.”

An agreement in principle for 
the merger of nite City 
Steel into National Steel Cor- 
poration was announced last 
month. Mr. Veeder explained 
today that he was not free to 
comment beyond the original 
announcement at this stage in 
the merger proposal.

The general fund of the City 
of Madison showed a_ balance 
of $115,290 at the end of the fis- 
cal year on April 30, according 
to a financial report prepared 
by former Comptroller E. J.

Receipts totaled $873,336 and 
disbursements were $758,045. 

Included in receipts were $2.

092 for the police department, 
$43,193 for the fire department, 
$82,638 for garbage and refuse 
collection, $70,047 for industrial 
site expenses and $45,257 for 
streets and alleys. 

The balance was caused by 
deferral of several public proj- 
ects which had been planned 
for the year, according to John 
Gitchoff of ‘the city legal de- 
partment and “Robert D.

Now Eligible to 
Join DeMolays 


The International Supreme 
Council, Order of DeMolay, has 
elected to lower the DeMolay 
age requirement to 13. Accept- 
ance of the action was left to 
the executive officer in each 
state, 

The proposal was presented 
to and accepted by DeMolay 
members at the Illinois DeMo- 
lay Congress in Peoria. As a re- 
sult of this action, Executive 
Officer Edward C. Bieser an- 
nounced that 13-year-old boys 
may petition the Order of De- 
Molay in Illinois. 

Founded in 1919 by the Frank 
S. Land, the order began with 
nine boys and has expanded to 
nearly 2,500 chapters and a 
present membership of 150,000. 
The main purpose of DeMolay 
are the building of better citi- 
zens and creating leaders 
through the development of 
character in young men. 

However, the purposes of De- 
Molay have assumed new 
meaning and value with the 
modern trend of young people 
seeking to become more inde- 
pendent from their parents and 
the “establishment” and to find 
a new self-identity. 

The very heart of DeMolay— 
its ritual—is an excellent means 
of eliminating any young man's 
feeling of nothingness and giv- 
ing him the feeling of being 
somebody, 

The greatest change in a 
boys life is between the age of 
13 and 21, At 13, it is felt a boy 
has a lot of growing up to do 
and at 21 he is molded into the 
man he will be. It is hoped that 
young men in communities 
where DeMolay chapters exist 
will take advantage of the low- 
er age requirement by petition- 
ing the order at an early age.

Missouri May Permit 
Sunday Liquor Sales 


Missouri may soon end its 
ban on Sunday liquor sales in 
restaurants. The 82-65 House 
passage yesterday followed 
earlier Senate approval, and 
Gov. Hearnes is expected to 
sign the bill. 

“I am delighted, even though 
it will probably reduce bridge 
toll receipts," St. Louis Mayor 
Cervantes said. He foresees an 
extra 2,500 to 3,000 jobs due to 
convention and tourism gains. 


On Tuesday, the Missouri 
Senate Judiciary Committee 
recommended passage of a 
House-approved state constitu- 
tional amendment to permit 
parimutuel betting at horse 
races. The committee added a 
provision to allow a state-op- 
erated lottery. 


Nameoki Board Authorizes 
Tax Warrant for Welfare 


Medical payments amount- 
ing to more than $3,000 and a 
“stack of medical bills over 2 
inches high yet to be approved 
by the state,” were cited by 
Nameoki Supervisor Louis Whit- 
sell in requesting the Nameoki 
Town Board of Auditors to ap- 
prove a $10,000 tax anticipation 
warrant for the township’s gen- 
eral assistance fund Monday 
night. 

The warrant was approved by 
the auditors -after Whitsell ex- 
plained that many bills were 
held up through March. “Pay- 
ments were not made, there- 
fore, the true state of the gen- 
eral assistance fund was not 
reflected in the annual report 
submitted by the former  su- 
pervisor,”. Whitsell commented 
at the meeting. 

A $15,000 warrant in anticipa- 
tion of the 1970 tax collection 
was authorized by the town 
board in February. The amount 
also was payable into the gen- 
eral -assistance fund, Whitsell 
said. 

The supervisor commented 
on the number of bills now be- 
ing received for the township 
highway department. He noted 
that a survey currently is un- 
der way to determine which 
bills are still outstanding 

The elimination process is 
impeded, somewhat, Whitsell 
said, as no statement relating 
to highway maintenance ex- 
penditures was left by the pre- 
vious road commissioner. 

The new highway commis- 


sioner, Albert Bell, reported the 
East St. Louis and Interurban 
Water Co., has agreed to re- 
surface that portion of Fifth 
Street in Madison under which 
the utilities firm installed a wa- 
ter line last fall. 
Complaints on Street 

“I have received quite a few 
calls complaining about condi- 
tion of the street,” Bell said, 
“including a call from one man 
who broke a tire and wheel on 
a pipe sticking out of the 
ground.” He said the water 
company has agreed to patch 
the broken pavement tempo- 
rarily until weather permits the 
resurfacing project to start. 

Poor road conditions on Am- 
hurst, Yale, University _and 
Princeton streets in State Park 
Place were brought to the au- 
ditors attention, and a serious 
drainage problem on Stratford 
Lane, in the vicinity of Wilshire 
Drive, was reported by Auditor 
Robert Beedle. 

Letters have been mailed to 
former township office em- 
ployes requesting return of 
typewriters owned by the town- 
ship, Clerk Douglas Teetor re- 
ported. He said inquiries also 
have been sent to all area 
banking institutions relating to 
interest rates available on in- 
vestment of surplus funds. 

The township's mosquito 
spraying equipment has been 
thoroughly checked and units 
should be ready to begin spray- 
ing various areas this week, 
Whitsell reported.

Women Prefer Work 


To Staying 


The majority of employed 
women would continue their 
jobs even if they had enough 
money to live comfortably with- 
out working, according to a 
U. S. Labor Department study 
released by Assistant Secretary 
of Labor Malcolm R. Lovell Jr. 

The study of women’s dual 
careers—at home and at work 

is the first in a five-year 

follow through” survey of a 
national sample of over 5,000 
women 30 to 44 years of age. 

Most of. the findings compare 
the dual-career status of black 
and white women at home and 
at work, 

“After five years of detailed 
study of this same group of 
5,000 women, we think we will 
have more information on wom- 
en’s employment - experiences 
and home. attitudes than ever 
before assembled,” Lovell said. 

“Dual Careers—A_ Longitu- 
dinal Study of Labor Market 
Experience of Women” was 
prepared by the Center for Hu- 
man Resource Research, Ohio 
State University, under con- 
tract with the Labor Depart- 
ment’s Manpower Administra- 
tion. 

The study delves into wom- 
en’s behavior in the labor mar- 
ket: their atttiudes toward the 
proper role of women, educa: 
tion and previous work experi- 
ence, health considerations, 
family income, presence and 
ages of children at home, and 
the use of child-care services. 

These factors are measured 
against the kinds of jobs wom- 
en have, their earnings and 
hours of work, their job satis- 
faction, and the’ stability of 
their employment. 

Some of the differences be- 
tween black and white women 


at Home 


may be traced to educational, 
cultural and geographic factors, 
the study noted. 

It also found, however, ‘‘abun- 
dant evidence that discrimina- 
tory racial attitudes and prac- 
tices are importantly related to 
career chances.” 

Some findings: * 

1, About the same proportion 
of all employed women would 
continue to work even if they 
were to receive enough money 
to live comfortably without 
working. 

2. Black women started their 
careers in lower-level occupa- 
tions than those available to 
white women, More black wom- 
en than white began work in 
farm and service occupations; 
a small proportion of black 
women started as clerical and 
sales workers, 

3. Black women are more fa- 
vorably inclined toward the 
idea of mothers working. 

4. They are more likely than 
white women to want paid em- 
ployment when they don’t need 
the money and to value good 
wages above intrinsic qualities 
of the job. 

5. Black women are less like- 
ly to be satisfied with current 
jobs and are more likely than 
whites to take another job at 
higher wages. 

6. Although black”women are 
half as likely as white women 
to have white-collar jobs, those 
who do have higher educational 
attainments than their white 
counterparts. 

Project director for the over- 
all study, which covers young 
men and women 14 to 24, and 
men 45 to 59, as well as the.30 
to 44-year-old women, is Pro- 
fessor Herbert S. Parnes of 
Ohio State.

DIVIDE CHRYSANTHEMUMS 

Chrysanthemums will main- 
tain their beauty and perform- 
ance if you divide the clump 
and properly re-space the new 
plants. 

Right now is a good time to 
divide the thick mat of plants 
and re-plant. Completely break 
up the clump and re-piant the 
choice plants about three inches 
apart. Discard the weak plants 
and all the old stumps from last 
year’s plants. 

If you decide to re-organize 
your whole garden, then spread 
one pound of 12-12-12 fertilizer 
on every 100 square feet and 
rake before re-planting and wa 
tering. 

TENT CATERPILLERS 

Tent caterpillers are just 
hatching and appear as a fam- 
ily of tiny worms on a minia- 
ture tent. One squirt of mala- 
thion or carbary! on the colony 
will wipe out this young brood 
before they produce a tent over 
the entire limb. 

Weekly inspection of your 
shrubs and trees will prevent 
damage and tough job control. 


AN EXTRA BOOST 

You can boost young orna- 
mental trees like magnolia, red- 
bud, dogwood and _ flowering 
plum with extra fertilizer. 

Young trees are fertilized ac- 
cording to the size of the trunk. 
When the stump is less than six 
inches in diameter apply one 
and one-half pound of lawn fer- 
tilizer per inch diameter of the 
stump. If your tree is a clump 
then multiply by the number of 
stems 

Use a lawn spreader to scat- 
ter the fertilizer beneath the 
spread of the limbs. Apply this 
extra treatment in early spring 
on top of your regular applica- 
tion of lawn fertilizer. This dou- 
ble dose will promote better 
grass growth near your tree 
while your tree thrives.

THATCH IN BLUEGRASS 

Research has proven a con- 
nection between thatch in blue- 
grass and the absence of 
worms. 

Scientists haven't discovered 
all the details but can prove 
that excessive use of insecti- 
cides will cause thatch to occur. 
In all the tests where thatch 
builds up there is an absence 
of worms. 

Whether worms feed on the 
dead clippings and plant sur- 
plus to control thatch or occur 
as bystanders is.one of the my- 
steries. Scientists counted 
wormholes in the sod as well 
as sifted the soil to confirm 
their findings. 

Two .applications of chlordane 
or dieldrin each year caused 
thatch to appear in two years 
time while the surrounding turf 
remained free of thatch and 


like 
carbaryl and diazinon were 
also tested by applying twice a 
year over a 3 year study. These 
short lived pesticides did not 
cause an occurance of thatch 
and had little influence on 
worms.

GARDENS REQUIRE THE 
BEST LOCATION AND SOIL 

The best location for a garden 
is where the soil is loose and 
well-drained and near the home. 
But away from trees, shrubs or 
buildings that might create too 
much shade, Gardens should 
have full sun all day. 

Trees and shrubs also com- 
pete with garden crops for plant 
food and water. Small, tender 
vegetables cannot stand this 
competition. 

The soils should have ade- 
quate nutrient and moisture lev- 
els at all times. And, plants do 
best in soils with good physical 
condition. 

Good soil condition is de- 
stroyed if the garden is plowed 
or spaded when its too wet. Be- 
fore working the ground, 
squeeze a handful of soil—if it 
crumbles and doesn’t feel 
sticky, its dry enough to work. 

You can improve soil tilth or 
condition by working manure or 
compost into the soil before 
planting. Another way to do 
this is to turn under a green- 
manure crop. 

A soil that has good condi- 
tion is easy to work into a 
smooth and finely pulverized 
surface. This insures easier 
planting, better germination, 
and a more even stand for 
small seeded crops. However, 
don't work heavy soils that are 
low in organic matter content 
too fine, or they'll get hard and 
crusty before seedings emerge. 

After the physical condition of 
the soil is analyzed and cor- 
rected, it is time to work on the 
nutrient content. Nutrients in 
the form of fertilizers should 
be added on the basis of a soil 
test, especially if the garden ‘is 
in a new location. Check with 
your local County Agriculture 
Extension Office for the location 
of the nearest soil testing labor- 
atory. A soil sample for testing 
should be made by taking small 
amounts of soil from 6 to 8 
well-scattered spots in your gar- 
den. Mix these together, dry at 
room temperature, measure out 
a % pint sample, and deliver 
or send it to the soil testing 
laboratory. 

The soil test will indicate the 
acidity level of the soil. A 
slightly acid soil is best for 
growing most vegetables. If the 
test indicates your soil is more 
acid than it should be, apply the 
recommended rate of lime. Be 
sure you add lime only if it is 
needed. 

Apply the amounts of nitrogen, 
phosphorus and potassium that 
the soil test indicates aré need- 
ed to help assure a fertile gar- 
den plot. 

On plots that have produced 
well in previous years, you may 
decide to skip the soil test. But 
it's still a good idea to apply a 
balanced fertilizer in the spring. 
Work 15 pounds of 10-10-19 into 
the surface of each 1,000 square 
feet of your plot. If 10-10-1% is 
not available, use 12 pounds of 
12-12-12 or 10 pounds of 15-15-15. 

The combination of proper 
fertilization, good soil and a 
good location in full sun make 
for a productive garden.

An Ordinance Concerning Dogs 


BE IT ORDAINED BY THE 
CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY 
OF MADISON, ILLINOIS, 
THAT: 


SECTION 1. LICENSE. Every 

person who harbors or keeps a 
dog over the age of three 
months, except unspayed fe- 
male dogs, shall pay an an- 
nual tax on such dog of $1.00. 
A tax of $5.00 is to be paid by 
any person harboring or keep- 
ing an unspayed female dog 
over the age of three months. 
The tax shall be paid in ad- 
vance on or before the first day 
of May each year; provided, 
however, that every person ‘who 
exhibits an inoculation ce: 
cate of said animal for inocu- 
ulation against rabies and dis- 
temper by a licensed veter- 
narian on or before the first 
day of June of each year shall 
not have to pay the tax of said 
license but shall receive same 
duty-free from the municipal- 
ity; provided further that in the 
event such person shall pur- 
chase the license on or before 
May Ist of each year and ex- 
hibit the inoculation certificate 
on or before June Ist of the 
same year, the same municipal- 
ity shall refund the said tax. 
* The City Clerk shall keep a 
record of all dog taxes paid 
and shall furnish to each per- 
son paying such tax a metal 
tag having stamped thereon 
numbers indicating the year 
for which the tax is paid. A 
duplicate to replace a lost or 
destroyed tag may be issued by 
the City Clerk upon the pay- 
ment of twenty-five cents. Each 
dog shall wear a collar around 
its neck with a license tag for

The ‘tax required by this or- 
dinance shall be paid to the

SECTION 2.“RUNNING AT 
LARGE. It shall be unlawful 
to permit any dog to run at 
large within the municipality. 
Any dog found upon any public 
street, sidewalk, alley, park- 
way, on property belonging to 
persons other than its owners, 
or any unenclosed place shall 
be deemed running at large un. 
less such dog is firmly held on 
a leash and under control of a 
person, or is in an enclosed ve 
hicle, or is muzzled. 

SECTION 3. INOCULATION. 
All dogs shall be inoculated 
against rabies by a licensed 
veterinarian during each cal 
endar year. 

SECTION 4. DOG BITES. It 
shall be the duty of the owner 
or the person having custody of 
any dog which bites a human 
being to immediately notify the 
County Rabies Inspector and to 
comply fully with the Rabies 
Control Act enacted by the 
State of Illinois. 


SECTION 5. IMPOUNDING. 
Any dog found upon any pub- 
lic street or highway running 
at large, or any dog for which 
the annual tax has not been 
paid as hereinabove provided, 
shall be impounded. If such dog 
shall not have been claimed by 
its owner within five days after 
being impounded, it shall be 
disposed of in the manner pre- 
scribed by the City Council. 

Any dog impounded may be 
redeemed by the owner upon 
payment of a release fee of 
Three Dollars ($3.00) and the 
current tax, if the same is un- 
paid. Such fees shall be paid to 
the Ci 

‘TION 6, DISTURBANCE 
OF THE PEACE — PUBLIC 
NUISANCE — BARKING DOG 
A person shall not permit a dog 
owned by him or within his 
custody or under his control to 
habitually bark thereby reason- 
ably causing the peace of any 
person of ordinary temper and 
disposition to be disturbed. A 
dog which habitually barks 
chereby reasonably causing the 
peace of any person of ordinary 
temper and disposition to be 
disturbed is declared to be a 
public nuisance. 

SECTION 7. MISTREAT- 
MENT OF DOG. No person 
shall permit or suffer any dog 
owned by him or under his 
control to become malnour- 
ished, starved, or without food 
and drink. Nor shall any dog 
be béaten, abused or permitted 
to remain anywhere in the City 
without shelter. 

SECTION 8, DEFINITION. 
The term “dog” as used in 
this ordinance includes any ca- 
nine three months or more of 
age. 

SECTION 9. PENALTY. Any 
person, firm or corporation vio- 
lating this ordinance shall be 
fined not less than One Dollar 
($1.00) nor more than One 
Hundred Dollars ($100.00)) for 
each offense, and a separate of- 
fense shall be deemed commit- 
ted on each day during or on 
which a_ violation occurs or 
continues. 

SECTION 10. All ordinances 
or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict herewith are hereby re 
pealed. 

SECTION 11. This ordinance 
shall be in full force and effect 
from and after its passage, ap- 
proval and publication as re- 
quired by law.

Illinois Power Buys Land for Lake, Plant 


Illinois Power Co. has pur- 
chased or optioned a total of 
4,427 acres of land for its 
planned lake and power plant 
in DeWitt County, the company 
announced Tuesday. 

Included in the acreage is a 
420-acre plot embracing the site 
of the proposed power plant, 
and a 220-acre parcel on which 
the dam will be constructed 
downstream from confluence of 
Salt Creek and the north fork 
of Salt Creek east of Clinton. 

Plans call for acquisition of 
approximately 17,000 acres for 
the project. Today’’s figure is 
about 26% of that amount. 
Wendell J. Kelley, president 
of Illinois Power Co., an- 
nounced plans last Oct. 26, be- 
fore the company had acquired 
any land, or had even begun 
surveys and appraisals. He told 
of the project at a meeting of 
DeWitt County farm, business, 
and civic leaders -at Clinton. 

Actual negotiations for op- 
tions on the land began about 
six weeks later. A period of 
three years was set for land 
acquisition, with the first gen- 
erating unit of the power com- 
plex scheduled for operation 
about 1980. 

Impoundment of the two 
branches of the stream will 
produce a lake of about 5,000 
surface acres, with a shoreline 
of approximately 130 miles. The 
two basins of the lake will ex- 
tend 14 miles along the course 
of Salt Creek and 7 miles along 
the north branch, in a north- 


Johnston, director, pre- 


easterly direction from Clinton. 
One arm of the lake will ap- 
proach the area of Farmer 
City. 

The plant itself will be locat- 
ed between the arms of the 
lake upstream from the dam, 
drawing cooling water from one 
branch of the lake and dis- 
charging the water into the 
the other to be circulated a dis- 
tance of several miles to bring 
it back to normal temperature. 

A guaranteed downstream 
flow of at least five cubic feet 
of water per second will be 
maintained at all times below 
the dam. The lake level 
will be at an elevation of 690 
feet above sea level. Depth of 
the lake will range up to 40 
feet at points. Average depth 
will be 15 feet. 

Whether the power plant will 
use fossil or nuclear fuel has 
not been decided, nor have the 
size of the generating units 
been determined. Engineers 
estimate that the 25 billion-gal- 
lon impoundment of water will 
support:a total plant of about 
4 million kilowatts capacity. 
The lake will be maintained by” 
a watershed of approximately 
300 square miles. 

The Clinton power complex 
will be near the center of the 
15,000 square-mile area seryed 
by Illinois Power Company. 

The company presently has 
major generating stations near 
Danville, at Hennepin, Havana, 
Wood River and Baldwin.

English Prof. Says: Bible as Literature Is Delightful Reading 


“In reading the Bible piously 
we miss some of its delight as 
a literary text,” says Prof. 
John Ades, chairman of the 
English faculty at Southern 
Illinois University-Southwestern 
and\teacher of a course entitled 
“The Bible as Literature.” 

“The Old Testament is a lit- 
erary text,” Ades says, “full of 
short stories, epic and lyric 
poetry, wisdom literature and 
sagas and folk tales of the He- 
brews. With the New Testa- 
ment, it forms a more or less 
continuous ‘story, from the cre- 
ation to the apocalypse. ‘The 
play on words and the puns are 
part of the literary excellence 
of the work of the Bible. 

“Tt abounds in humor,” the 
English professor says. ‘For 
example, when Joseph is in 
prison in Egypt he gets out be- 
cause he can interpret Pha- 
roah’s dream about the seven 
years of plenty and seven of 
famine. Pharoah is delighted 
with Joseph and when the lat- 
ter tells the Egyptian king that 
he needs a good manager, Pha- 
raoh agrees. Joseph used his 
wits, you see, not only to get

convictions. I declare mine only 
when directly asked. 

“The unexamined conviction 
isn’t worth holding,” Ades says. 
“Tt is of value to the student 
to study his convictions. Doing 
so tends to bring together rath- 
er than to fracture those with 
different tenets. In our class we 
do not nfock even the most 
harebrained beliefs. Our busi- 
ness is neither to confirm nor 
challenge a student’s religious 
convictions, but to examine a 
text before us.” 

Referring to those who can- 
not accept the newer transla- 
tions of the Bible, the English 
professor says the King James 
translators did not write the 
Bible. “‘All versions need to be 


out of jail but to get himself a 


job.” 
Literary Values 
Both the Old Testament and 


the New Testament are used in } 


the Bible literature classes but 


Ades considers the old of more © 


literary value. “There isn't 
much humor in the New Testa- 
ment—no Jonah and the whale 
story,” he smiled. “This may 
be one of its liabilities and why 
it is not so easy to teach. 

“The New Testament is set 
down in recent and short span 
so its literary forms are less 
literary than the Old Testa- 
ment,” Ades explained. ‘The 
New Testament is made up 
mostly of epistles, This doesn’t 
mean it isn’t literary. It is, But 
the principal architect of the 
New Testament is Paul—who 
may never have ever seen 
Jesus in the flesh.” 

The Bible as literature was 
first offered at SIU-SW in the 
fall of 1967. Its success was.im- 
mediate, According to Ad 
few other general studies cours- 
es in English have engendered 
as much interest and as many 
sections—there are three, one 
of which is listed as a philoso- 
phy course, 

Ades attributes its popularity 
to the fact that today's’ students 
are baffled and are interested 
in searching the Scriptures for 
answers. 

“Religious studies constitute 
a legitimate part of a liberal 
arts education and should be 
taught at all universities,” Ades 
content “After all, the rise of 
the university itself was fost- 
ered by the Church in-the Mid- 
dle Ages. 

Heated Discussions 

“There are problems, of 
course,” he admits. “Often we 
have heated discussions. Some- 
times it is difficult for a teach- 
er of Bible not to show his own

Enrollment of 
Veterans Climbs 


There now are more than one 
million veterans job-training or 
enrolled in schools and colleges 
under the current GI Bill. 

Administrator of Veterans Af- 
fairs Donald E. Johnson said 
that 1,064,000 men and women 
are in training under the GI 
Bill. He pointed out this is an 
increase of 36% over last year, 
10%, over the level two years 
ago, and 240% over 1966. 

By the end of 1972, Johnson 
said the Veterans Administra- 
tion expects the GI Bill month- 
ly utilization to reach 1.8 mil- 
lion. Of the 1,064,000, more than 

are enrolled in college 
level studies. 

The current GI Bill is not 
quite five years old, Johnson 
said, and pointed out that more 
than 2.4 million veterans al- 
ready have trained under it, ex- 
ceeding the 2.3 million high 
reached during the 14 years of 
the Korean Conflict GI Bill. 

The current GI Bill has pro- 
vided training for nearly 20,000 
veterans enrolled in police and 
fire department on-job training 
programs throughout the coun- 
try. 
Separations from military 
service have been running 
about 90,000 a month and, since 
last fall, VA has been receiving 
about 75,000 applications month- 
ly for GI Bill training. Johnson 
urged eligible veterans and 
servicemen interested in school- 
ing or job-training to contact 
their nearest VA office, or their 
local veterans service organiza- 
tion representative.

“Everybody loves a parade” 
must have been coined for 
Belleville, as thousands line the 
streets each year to witness the 
floats, very important people 
and the pretty girls. 

Many bands, plus the nation- 
ally recognized Black Knights 
Drum and Bugle Corps, fill the 
air with music. 

Major Charles Nichols of- 
fers: “Belleville has tradi- 
tionally © a parade 
town, There’s no reason for 
us if the people 
like it that way.” 

Robert Gentsch, a his- 
torian of Belleville, explains 
why the people “like it that 
way.” Gentsch, whose mas- 
ter thesis for Washington 
“University in St. Louis dealt 
with “A History of Belle- 
ville up until 1850,” says the 
German background of the 
French-named city made 
Belleville a gold mine for 
parades. 

“The early settlers of Belle- 
ville were highly educated Ger- 
mans, who came from their 
homelands in the 1830s because 
of political intolerance,” 
Gentsch relates. “To them, a 
parade was an expression of 
political freedom.” 

The preachers didn’t like this 
kind of expression during 
church. In 1963, the City Coun- 
cil approved a request that no 
parades be held on Sundays, 
because the Ministerial Alliance 
didn’t want the religious serv- 
ices interrupted. 

However, on few, other occa- 
sions have there been restric- 
tions placed on parades in 
Belleville. If anything, the offi- 
cials have been lenient. 

It’s not unusual for Belleville 
to have a parade for any in- 
significant reason. Until 1900, 
for instance, the city held an 
annual Flower Parade. 

A Baby Parade also was an 
annual affair. The city’s rec- 
reation department still has a 
parade on the afternoon that 
all members go to a St. Louis 
Cardinal baseball game. 

Special occasions are always 
marked by a parade in Belle: 
ville. When the city’s public 
schools made it to the state 
tournament basketball finals in 
1966 and 1969, parades wel- 
comed their return trips. 

‘Arthur Cole, how right you 
were.

State Park Camping Fees 
Unchanged from Last Year 


The 1971 schedule of camping 
fees at Illinois state parks is 
unchanged from last year, ac- 
cording to Ronald B. Johnson, 
superintendent of the division of 
parks and memorials. 

The Illinois Department of 
Conservation maintains camp- 
ing sites at 53 of its 79 parks 
and conservation areas, John- 
son said. The sites are desig- 
nated A, B or C class, accord- 
ing to the facilities they offer. 

A fee of $3 per night will be 
charged at the department's 
four Class A campgrounds — 
Illinois Beach State Park, near 
Zion; Blackhawk State Park, 
Rock Island; Pere Marquette, 
near Grafton; Lincoln's New 
Salem, near Petersburg. Class

A sites have flush toilets, show- 
ers and sanitary disposal sta- 
tions, Johnson explained. 

He said a daily fee of $2 will 
be charged at Class B sites, 
which are those offering only 
access for vehicles, Most of the 
department's camping siltes are 
in this category. 

$1 Nightly Fee 

At Class C campgrounds, 
which have neither the facili- 
ties nor the access roads avail- 
able at the other areas, $1 per 
night will be charged, Johnson 
said. 

He noted that most of the 
sites in all three classes have 
outdoor toilets, picnic tables, 
outdoor stoves and drinking 
water, but none have laundry 
facilities or housekeeping cab- 
ins. 

Scout troops and other organ- 
ized youth groups camping in 
state parks or conservation 
areas will be charged 10 cents 
per person, with a minimum 
daily fee of $1, he said. 

Johnson said tent campers 
and those with camping units 
on wheels may use Class A and 
B sites, but only tent camping 
is permitted in Class C, or 
“primitive,” areas. 

Campers must obtain a per- 
mit upon arrival at the park, 
or on the following morning if 
arrival is late at night. Permits 
can be obtained from the park 
ranger or night watchman. 

Family camping is limited to 
one week and group camping to 
two weeks, but extension up to 
two weeks can be arranged by 
the park ranger if facilities per- 
mit. 

Check-out time is 3 p.m. 
Campers should bring their own 
firewood, Johnson said.

Two Vadalabene Bills 
Approved in Senate 


State Senator Sam M. Vadala- 
bene’s bills to help relieve the 
downstate shortage of doctors 
and to assure that residents of 
Junior College Districts re- 
ceive detailed financial infor- 
mation about the operation of 
such colleges passed the IlIli- 
nois Senate Monday. 

Vadalabene said that one bill 
would allow the deans of medi- 
cal schools in Illinois to admit 
certain students to advanced 
standing if they either complet- 
ed graduate level courses at the 
undergraduate level or had 
completed equivalent courses in 
foreign countries. 

“At least 7,000 additional phy- 
sicians are presently needed in 
this state," the Edwardsville 
Democrat said. “Right now the 
Medical Practice Act does not 
permit the granting of ad- 
vanced standing or equivalent 
work, even though such accre- 
ditation would in no way de- 
crease the amount of education 
or training required, of stu- 
dents.’” 

Senator Vadalabene said the 
amount of time that a student 
would now «spend in school 
could be decreased significant- 
ly, in many cases as much as 
12 months, thus putting gradu- 
ates into the field that much 
earlier. This bill has the ap- 
proval of the Illinois State Med- 
ical Society. 

The second bill requires pub- 
lic junior colleges to publish a 
financial statement annually in 
at least one newspaper pub- 
lished within the district. The 
law would be similar to one 
now governing public schools.

Tent Worms 


A Threat To 


Foliage In Quad-Cities 


One of the least appreciated 
signs of summer's onset is the 
appearance of bugs and worms 
and things that go munch in 
the night. 

The Elmer Oburn family, 300 
Dale Ave., has noticed the 
problem this year as a vast 
amount of foliage in their back 
yatd began to disappear—rap- 
idly. When they investigated 
they found the culprits, small 
striped. worms living in silk- 
like tents on their Chinese 
Beauty trees. 

Thick nests of the worms have 
have been found in several 
areas of the Quad-Cities and 
also are causing a major 
problem in St. Louis. If ieft 
alone they can defoliate a 
large tree as effectively, and 
almost as fast, as the army de- 
folients now being used in Viet- 
nam. 

Devour Leaves 

David Oburn, ll, a sixth 
grader at Wilson School, has 
saved some of the worms- for 
his class to study. He said that 
about eight worms in the jar 
can eat a complete leaf in

about five minutes. Multiply 
that by thousands of worms 
and hundreds of hours and the 
problem becomes serious. 
Rudolph H. Zurowweste III, 
horticultural specialist of the 
University of Missouri Exten- 
sion Service, explained that 
there are several ways to dis- 
pose of the worms if they are 
noticed in the trees. The fast- 
est, easiest and most effective 
is to cut off the infested limbs 
and burn them, but Illinois law 
prohibits such open burning, so 
other measures may be taken. 
On small trees the tents can 
be gathered in a piece of cloth 
and crushed and nests in larg- 
er trees should be sprayed with 


an insecticide that kills on con- 
tact. 
Recommends Sprays 

Zuroweste recommended ma- 
Jathion or diazon which will 
kill the worms and not harm 
other wildlife in the area. 

Enough pressure should be 
used to penetrate the web and 
the nest should be sprayed un- 
til completely soaked. 

About a week after spraying, 
the trees should be checked to 
be certain that the worms have 
not begun to rebuild the nests. 

The worms, about two and 
one-half to three inches long, 
become a worsening problem 
every year over seven or eight- 
year cycles until natural pred- 
ators decrease their numbers, 
according to Zuroweste.

Crime, Accident Rates 
Decline During April 


Statistics on major crimes 
and traffic accidents in Granite 
City were reduced sharply dur- 
ing April, compared to the 
same month last year, accord- 
ing to a report by Police Chief 
Ronald Veizer.

Postal Rates Up Sunday; 
First Rise Since 1967 


The increase in most postage 
rates which becomes effective 
throughout the country Sunday 
will constitute the first postage 
boost since 1967 when Congress 
passed what was to become its 
final legislative act of this kind, 
it was pointed out today by 
postmasters of Granite City, 
Madison and Venice. 

The postmasters explained 
that rate increases were sug- 
gested several years ago by 
both President Johnson and 
President Nixon, but Congress 
did not act on any of the pro- 
posals, 

They explained that the new 
Increases — authorized on a 
temporary basis until the new- 
ly created Postal Rate Com- 
mission can make recommenda- 
tions to the governors of the 
Postal Service on permanent 
changes—will raise first-class 
letter rates from 6 to 8 cents an 
ounce, and airmail letter rates 
from 10 to 11 cents an ounce. 
Post cards will go from 5 to 
6 cents each and airmail post 
cards will go from 8 to 9 cents 
each. 

The increases will be borne 
more by business than by indi- 
viduals, the postmasters pointed 
out, since about 75% of first 
class and airmail is from com- 
mercial mailers. 

Others Rates Up 

In addition to increases in 
first-class rates, second and 
third class will also go up on 
May 16. However, the full in- 
creases proposed by the Postal 
Service will not be put into ef- 
fect on a temporary basis, in 
second and third class, since 
the postal reform legislation 


contemplates that such in- 
creases be phased over 5 years 
— or ten years for nonprofit or- 
ganzations — provided Congress 
appropriates the necessary 
funds to ease the transition to 
full rates. 


Because of the phasing provi- 
sion, the increase to become ef- 
fective May 16 for second and 
third-class will generally be 
only 1 eth of the total increase 
which has been proposed by the 
Postal Service. 

No changes are made in the 
rates for parcel post, which is 
the principal component of 
fourth-class mail. However, in- 
itial increases will be made in 
the “book rate” which is class- 
ified as fourth class. 

The new temporary rates also 
make changes in other postage 
rate categories and special 
service fees, such as special de- 
livery and registered mail. 

The Postal Service advised 
the public in February that it 
intended to make the tempo- 
rary increases if the Postal 
Rate Commission did not make 
the recommended decision with- 
in 90 days of the request by the 
Postal Service. 

Recently the Rate Commis- 
sion confirmed that it will not 
be able to make a decision 
within the 90 days, and Sunday, 
May 16, was selected as the 
date on which the rates would 
become effective. 

When the domestic changes 
go into effect, conforming in- 
creases in letter rates to Cana- 
da and Mexico will be made.

Steelworkers Losing Battle with 
:Inflation; Representative Reports 


To the Editor: 

The Nixon Administration is 
now beginning its propaganda 
barrage on the American peo- 
ple concerning the approaching 
“steel” negotiations. The Pres- 
ident’s “inflation alert” is an- 
other name for government 
pressure and intervention. 

A few facts that have not 
been stated in the news media 
are needed to place the steel 
negotiations in the proper per- 
spective: 

1. In 1968, the last steel ne- 

: gotiations held, a ‘“non-infla- 
: tionary” settlement was negoti- 
ated in steel. 

This settlement was based on 
‘the 3.2% guideline established 
‘ by the Johnson Administration. 

Immediately after the steel set- 
tlement, the 3.2% guideline was 
‘scrapped and contract  settle- 
ments went far, far above that 
level—10% to, in some instanc- 
es, 50%. 

2. As a result of the 1968 
steel settlement, the steelwork- 
ers of this country lost more 
money due to inflation than any 
other group of workers, while 
everything they buy has cost 
more, 

The U. S. News and World 
Report, Aug. 24, »1970, issue 
listed workers in'38 categories 
of employment. 

Steelworkers led all the rest 
in the amount of lost wages due 
to inflation (down $8 per week), 
telephone workers were next 
(down $5.67 per week). Today, 
it is a greater loss than last 
year. 

3. Top economists cannot 
agree on programs to bring 
about full employment and op- 
timum economic growth. 

Leon Keyserling, former 
chairman of the Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisors under President 
Harry Truman, in a recently 
published pamphlet observes 
that real purchasing power has 
grown too slowly in recent 
years. 

He says that recent wage set- 
tlements and those now in prog- 
ress “fall short of their role in 
expanding wage purchasing 
power toward the requirements 
for restoration of full resource 
use and full employment.” 

This is in contrast to those 
who continue to blame the re- 
cession and inflation on wage 
increases. 

4, The steel companies have 
been unable to raise prices be- 
cause of government pressures, 
thereby placing them in a posi- 
tion of low profits in comparison 
with other industries, 

5. The reluctance of Congress 
and the Administration to pass 
Jaws to limit foreign imports 
of steel leaves both the com- 
pany and the union in a precar- 
ious position. To date, only vol- 
untary agreements have been 
obtained to limit imports. 

The steelworkers must “catch 
up” the loss incurred during 
the last three years. 

The companies must be per- 
mitted to raise prices to ade- 
quately provide a fair profit, 
and pay for decent wages and 
benefits for their workers. 

1 hope that the general public 
will support the Steelworkers in 
their quest for justice and an 
equitable economic settlement 
in the steel industry; and fur- 
ther, relate to the Administra- 
tion’ and Congress to let the 
free collective bargaining proc- 
ess prevail without any govern-

State St. 
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Missouri Study Tomorrow, But More Complete 
Past Surveys Back Illinois 


e for Airport 


Much ado is going to be made tomorrow 
about the findings of a study of 11 Missouri 
sites, one of which may be recommended as a 
location for the proposed second major St. 
Louis airport. The study, which was speeded 
up following the big May 5 Illinois airport an- 
nouncement, was financed by the state of Mis- 
souri at the request of those Missourians who 
prefer some site in their state regardless of the 
cost and distance. 


Preference for a site between Columbia 
and Waterloo, Ill., has been voiced by the St. 
Louis Metropolitan Area Airport Authority; by 
engineers reporting to the city of St. Louis and 
the state of Illinois; and by engineers hired 
earlier by the city of St. Louis. 


No doubt there will be considerable hue 
and cry over the new survey conclusions. But 
it is clear that the Missouri study cannot have 
been as exhaustive and thorough as those made 
previously; only a few weeks have elapsed since 
it was started. 


The massive report by R. Dixon Speas 
Associates of New York dealt with air space 
considerations, distribution of originating and 
terminating passengers, the emerging regional 
patterns of developmentyground transportation 
networks, availability of open space, air trade 
demand and operational characteristics of cur- 
rent and future jet transport aircraft. [ts clear 
recommendation: “The new airport should be 
located in the eastern or southeastern portion 
of the St. Louis metropolitan region; it will 
require a minimum of 14,000 to 20,000 acres 


of land.” 


Lest anyone assume that some sort of be- 
hind-the-scenes “steal’’ of.an airport is in prog- 
ress, all should note the Oct. 31, 1968, master 
plan of the existing Lambert-St. Louis Muni- 
cipal Airport. 


It said, to everyone willing to listen, ‘The 
St, Louis Lambert Airport, even with maximum 
expansion, cannot be expected to fulfill com- 
mercial air carrier needs of the St. Louis area 
beyond 1979. Recommendation—Embark im- 
mediately on a new major airport development 
program to avoid anticipated buildup of conges- 
tion at Lambert Field in the late 1970s." 


It is generally estimated that ten years 
are required to establish an airport of the kind 
envisioned — a $350 million ultra-modern jet- 
port. This being the case, the urgency of the 
situation is spelled out in an April 1969 re- 
port by the Federal Aviation Administration: 

“Even with maximum practical expansion 
of Lambert Field and with 45% of general avia- 
tion attracted to upgrade general aviation air- 
ports, it is evident that Lambert's current role 
in accommodating all airline movements can 
only be extended to 1982. Based upon previous 
airport development planning experiences, 
however, it is deemed prudent to recommend 
1980 as the target date for initiating operations 
at a new air carrier airport.” 


Magistrates will no longer exist under the 
Illinois Constitution which was adopted in De- 
cember_ 1970 and will go into effect July 1 
1971, They will become associate judges ell 
ble for four-year rather than indefinite appoint- 
ments, and the approaching deadline has 
prompted a revamping of the staff in an order 
filed May 11 by the four circuit judges. 

The initial indication is that Stephen Jia- 
nakopolis, Joseph Kelleher and Thomas Welch 
will not be retained and will be replaced by 
Roy Strawn, Harry Mondhink and Edward 
Moorman, those listed as being retained, 
William Johnson, Andreas Matoesian, Merlin 
Hiscott and Harold Gwillim, Gwillim has re- 
ported plans to retire in July. 

The June 28 changeover apparently fol- 
lowed an Illinois Supreme Court reminder that 
magistrates serving on July | will qualify for 
four-year terms. The new constitution also elim- 
inates any distinction between present circuit 
judges and present associate judges, all of 
whom will continue to be subject to election 
each six years. 

When the magistrates become associate 
judges, they must meet the same requirements 
of residence within the jurisdiction and standing 
as licensed attorneys. 

Although circuit judges will retain the ap- 
pointive power which they exercised this week, 


it will be based on Illinois Supreme Court . 


rules rather than General Assembly decisions 
after July 1. And the types of cases as- 
signed to the former magistrates elevated to 
associate judges will be determined by the Su- 
preme Court rather than the legislature. 

It will be a “new ball game” in many 
phases of Illinois government beginning this 
summer and, obviously, the impact already is 
starting to be felt.

Endless Court Delays Likely to Keep New 
Levee Board Members from Taking Office 


The ability to delay a court order almost 
endlessly by appealing it creates much con- 
fusion and many problems for society. An _ex- 
ample is the situation affecting the East Side 
Levee & Sanitary District, which was the sub- 
ject of a Circut Court order May 10. 

The four present levee trustees were con- 
victed last fall of misconduct in office; there is 
one board vacancy due to a death.

The court ruling this week is that officials 
should proceed with the June 22 general elec- 
tion, This will result in selection of five addi- 
tional trustees, who are almost certain to find 
four of the five positions still being filled by the 
existing board elected to four-year terms in 
1968.

Money, Power, Romance? To Really

A week ago we noted the ap- 
proach of Hospital Week May

Today, with Hospital Week in 
progress, our thoughts have 
turned to nurses and the vital 
role they play at hospitals, 

With the local school of 
nursing no longer in opera- 
tion, the nursing schools 
elsewhere in the St. Louis 
metropolitan region receive 
extra attention from Quad- 
Cityans. 

Among them is the Lu- 
theran “Hospital School of 
Nursing, where a graduate 
of the class of 1921, Miss 
Martha Fedderson, R. N., 
is being honored as part of 
the National Hospital Week 


observance. 

Her experiences and attitudes 
speak volumes about the pro- 
fession of nursing, the dedicated 
people who devote their lives 
to it, and the changes that have 
occurred during the past half- 
century. 

We begin our report by quot- 
ing her: 

“Tf I had the opportunity to 
relive the past 50 years in 
nursing, I wouldn't change any- 
thing. I have been that happy 
and contented in my work, 

“1 challenge anyone .to find 
more worthwhile work any- 
where, except in the church,”’ 

She is one of 13 living mem- 
bers of the 1921 class, which 
had a total of 18 graduates. 
Their golden anniversary re- 
union is expected to be an eve- 
ning of “do you remember 
whens?” é 


There will be a few misty 
eyes for the alma mater when 
“The Royal Gold and Blue” is 
sung. A girl in the class of ‘21 
wrote the song. 

During ‘her long career, Miss 
Fedderson worked in St. Louis 
for about 20 years, in Los An- 
geles and Seattle for a year 
each, and in nearby Alton, Ill., 
for the last 30 years. There she 
still pursues her favorite—pri- 
vate duty. 

She remembers her initial 
night duty, when as juniors she 
and her classmates served as 
“head nurses” on the wards. 

“When we were seniors, 
we even served as night su- 
pervisors,” she recalls, add- 
ing, “There weren’t as 
many graduates then as 
there are now.” 

A major occurrence dur- 
ing her student days was 
the Spanish influenza epi- 
demic. “As I remember it, 
500,000 Americans died in 
that epidemic,” she relates. 
What of the differences be- 

tween nursing then and now? 

She muses, “We '2lers did 
everything for the patient, We 
didn’t have all the paper work 
and supervisory responsibilities 
a nurse has today. 

“T liked that personal touch. 
I imagine a nurse today would, 
too. 

“Now, of course, there are 
intensive care units. Other 
treatments and procedures that 
only doctors and interns could 
do in the early days now can 
be done by registered nurses.” 

Nurses preferred special duty 
to general duty, she notes. “But 
specializing is almost a thing of 
the 


past, 
“World War II really kept 
us busy with so many RNs 


Highly satisfied with her 
career, the veteran nurse is 
urging more girls of the era 
of the 1970s to consider 
nursing. 

“There is such a variety of 
fields and opportunities which 
we didn’t have. There are 
many hospital specialties, clin- 
ics, industrial nursing and gov- 
ernment services—any place 
here or abroad.” 

Proud of Lutheran Hospital's 
continuation of its three-year 
diploma school of nursing, Miss 
Fedderson adds: 

“Our age is becoming so ri- 
diculously degree-conscious that 
it is losing sight of many other 
values which capable, trust- 
worthy, honest individuals can 
provide without so much for- 
mal education. 

“There is a happy medium, 
but I believe experience and 
genuine interest in one’s work 
count for every bit as much as 
bookish frills.” 

Certainly, she is an outstand- 
ing example of an individual 
with great interest in her work 
—interest which often led her to 
sacrifice other wishes in order 
to meet the demands of her pro- 
fession. 

While many regard money, 
power and romance as the 
three leading factors which 
motivate people, there is 
considerable support for the 
theory that full happiness 
can be achieved only if one 
can feel that he is useful— 
that he is performing a 
service not only satisfying 
to himself but also one of 
value to mankind,

Updated Illinois Approach fo Drug 
Abuse Problem Focuses on Dealers 


By GOVERNOR RICHARD B. OGILVIE 


In these troublesome times, 
few problems are so deeply dis- 
turbing as drug abuse—particu- 
larly among young people. 

* Like a raging epidemic, drug 
abuse has spread into the sub- 
urbs, the small town and the 
country-side, leaving few areas 
untouched by fear and dread. 

Drug abuse is a problem 
that is centuries old, but 
the involvement of young 
people is something new 
and ominous. 

In recent special messages to 
our Illinois legislators, I point- 
ed out that Illinois has not ex- 
perienced the devastating im- 
pact of drug abuse seen in 
other areas —Washington D.C., 
for example. 

In a period of just 18 months, 
the capital city’s Narcotics 
Treatment Administration esti- 
mated that the number of 
heroin addicts had increased 
more than 14 times — from 
1,162 to 16,800 human wrecks 
with only one aim in life, to get 
more of the drug. 

We have witnessed a similar 
but much smaller rise in drug- 
connected cases investigated by 
our Illinois Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, which last year made 514 
atrests, mainly of drug sellers 
and major distributors. 

In many ways the diffi- 
cult problem we face mir- 
rors the disorders of a so- 
ciety going through a pe- 
riod of rapid change. 

The addicts and drug 
“freaks” of various kinds re- 
flect youthful rejection of our 
institutions, the breakup of 
families, and the constantly re- 
peated false message of our 
technology that “there is a pill 
for everything.” 

Thus the long-term battle 
against drug abuse is only part 
of the greater struggle of our 
modern-day America to face 
and to control the forces which 
threaten to throw out the val- 
ues of the past. 

I wish I could tell Ilinois 
parents that there is some 
kind of easy answer to the 
plague of drugs which is 
upon us. I cannot, 

But we have made a 
strong start in the right di- 
rection. 

In proposing legislation and 
state programs to the General 
Assembly, I stressed the neces- 
sity of coupling enforcement 
with education and treatment. 

Law enforcement is our first 
tool. 

I recommended measures 
which, in my opinion, are 
tougher on drug dealers, more 
realistic in their approach to 
different types of drugs, and 
more humane toward young 
people found in possession of a 
small amount of marijuana. 

I propose to raise the manda- 
tory minimum sentences for 
drug sellers to 10 years, and to 
three years for possession of 
large quantities of illegal sub- 
stances, 


Double sentences would 
be imposed on those who 
prey on persons under 18 
and more than two years 
younger than the seller, 

At the same time, I have 
asked a closer and more real- 
istic classification of the vari- 
ous drugs to distinguish be- 
tween the non-addictive halluci- 
nogens and marijuana and the 
deadly true narcotics. : 

The present misdemeanor 
laws governing barbiturates 
and amphetemines would be- 
come felonies, under my pro- 
posals, . 

While urgitig these stronger 
penalties for the deadliest 
drugs, I have also proposed 
cutting to six months the maxi- 
mum penalty for possession of 
a small amount of marijuana 
by youths 18 or less, with an 
opinion to the court to consider 
conditional probation, which 
leaves the young person no per- 
manent criminal record. 

While I am convinced there 
is no case for the legalization 
of marijuana, I also believe we 
have been guilty of a kind of 
“overkill” in arrests involving 
young first offenders. 

In the field of treatment 
and education, Illinois has 
ploneered among all the 
states in its methadone 
treatment ‘for heroin users. 
This drug, used as a sub- 

stitute for heroin, has been 
shown to return addicts to use- 
ful lives. 

Significantly, in just two 
years, we have increased our 
facilities rapidly to handle as 
many as 1,600 patients. In 1969, 
we had spaces for just 100. 

In terms of frequency, alco- 
holism is a’ long-standing and 
pervasive problem properly 
cataloged with the abuse of 
drugs. 

More than 20%, of the person's 
entering Illinois mental hospi- 
tals do so from alcohol-related 
problems, 

Accordingly, I have recom- 
mended a 50% increase in our 
state programs against alco- 
holism, which will include a 
much higher level of state 
grants to community counsel- 
ing, referral and “halfway 
house” programs. 

Our long-term goal must 
be to have some kind of 
treatment available to ev- 
ery victim of drugs. 

For I am convinced it Is 
better fof the individuals 
and the taxpayers to treat 
addicts rather than let 
them exist in the present 
underground culture. 

One immediate aspect of the 
proposals I have made con- 
cerns me déeply, and that is 
the logjam of legislation piling 
up in the General Assembly. 

The problem we face touches 
every region of the state and 
every segment of society. * 

In my judgment, action is 
vital and delay will cause us all 
a great deal of harm. 


Infant Individuality Begins on 
First Day of Life and Increases

Johnny cries a lot, won't eat 
regularly, sleeps infrequently, 
and is extremely active, 

Johnny's mother can’t under- 
stand why and begins to think 
that she’s a bad mother. 

Bobby hardly ever cries, eats 
at regular intervals, sleeps 
most of the time, and plays con- 
tentedly when awake. 

His mother is proud of her 
good baby and thinks that she 
must be a good mother. 

Both mothers are probably 
wrong, according to Dr. Arnold 
J. Sameroff of the University of 
Rochester, New York. 

Dr. Sameroff is studying ways 
of measuring the personalities 
of newborn infants with the aid 
of a mental health research 
grant from HEW’s National In- 
stitute of Mental Health, 

He is finding that infants 
have differing individuali- 
ties even at birth, 

This means, Dr, Sameroff 
says, that Johnny was probably 
just born that way; and if his 
mother realized this fact, it 
may help her to adjust‘and rear 
her child accordingly. 

The mother of Bobby is prob- 
ably simply lucky ‘that her 
child acts as he does. 

. In-a psychological testing lab- 
oratory next to the nursery at 
the University hospital, Dr. 

measures babies’ tem- 
peraments by observing their 


activity, excitability, and sleep- 
ing and eating cycles. 

He thinks that prenatal influ- 
ences may be related to tem- 
perament and notes that anx- 
ious mothers may ‘have excita- 
ble babies. 

This may result, he feels, 
from the fact that anxious 
mothers usually have a more 
difficult labor, which may have 
some influence in producing 
Johnny’s excessive activity, 

Dr. Sameroff is also try- 
ing to measure newborns’ 
learning ability. 

He is finding that babies 
do not actually learn any- 
thing radically new in the 
first three days: of life, but 
that they do become more 
efficient eaters, movers and 
hearers. 

» In measuring adaptability, 
Dr. Sameroff ‘has found that a 
child less than a day old can 
learn to suck at a certain rate 
in order to get the maximum 
amount of food and can remem- 
ber a tone that he has heard 
before. 

Through this and other re- 
search supported by the NIMH 
Center for Studies of Child and 
Family Mental Health, scien- 
tists are slowly but surely gath- 
ering information that can be 
tested and put to use for chil- 
dren so as to promote their 
mental health and prevent or 
ameliorate mental illness.

In-service staff ‘trainers in 
juvenile detention homes from 
20 states are involved in work- 
shops conducted by the Delin- 
quency Study and Youth Devel- 
opment Center of Southern Illi- 
nois_ University - Southwestern.
